GROWING  UP  WITH 
YOUR  COLLECTION 

When  things  are  just  getting  start¬ 
ed,  when  the  venue  is  as  new  as,  say, 
animation  art  was  back  in  the  1970s, 
things  are  pretty  open,  loose,  and 
friendly,  still  small  and  cozy.  Prices  are 
not  much  of  an  issue  and  selection  is 
like  a  wide  open  candy  store.  For  a 
long  time  the  ground-floor  collectors 
have  the  field  pretty  much  to  them¬ 
selves.  After  a  while,  though,  the  public 
begins  to  get  interested,  and  things 
change.

Why,  in 
heaven’s  name,  would  a  collector  hire 
a  PR  pro  to  tout  a  collection?  Fame? 
Perhaps.  To  raise  the  value  of  the  col¬ 
lection?  Also  perhaps.  Certainly  it  can 
be  neat  to  have  a  great  amount  of 
anything  and  take  pleasure  in  it.  like 
Scrooge  diving  into  his  money  bin. 
But  it  sometimes  also  seems  that,  as 
with  Christmas  ornaments  in  July, 
things  have  gone  too  far  and  lost 
their  innocence  and  spontaneity. 

But,  as  with  Christmas,  the  meaning 
hasn  t  changed  and  is  there  it  you 
look  tor  it. 

As  a  case  in  point,  l.iberace,  the 
famed  pianist  and  entertainer,  collect¬ 
ed  not  pianos,  as  you  might  expect, 
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hut  folding  secretaries:  small  antique 
desks  of  great  variety  and  refinement. 
He  was  delighted  with  his  treasures 
and  loved  to  refer  to  himself  as  their 
caretaker.  Besides  taking  pleasure  in 
the  desks  themselves,  he  delighted  in 
the  thought  that  they  spanned  many 
lifetimes  and  he,  Libcrace,  was  but  on 
of  many  to  shelter  them.  But  he  never 
sought  publicity  for  his  collection.  Of 
all  the  things  for  which  he  was  known, 
collecting  desks  was  not  one  of  them. 
His  collection  was  special  to  him  and 
gave  him  meaning  regardless  of  the 
roar  of  the  world  around  him.  Gee,  it 
was  right  there  in  front  of  me  and  I 
couldn  t  see  it.  I  wonder  what  else  is 
hidden  from  view?
